That North 12th Street 
from Abington Avenue to Second 
Avenue shail be graded, curbed and 
flagged, together with all the appur- 
tenances necessary to complete the 
same, in accordance with plans, spe- 
cifications and profiles dated Septem- 
ber 10, 1922, and now on file in the 
office of the Department of Streets 
and Publie Improvements, under and 
by virtue of the provisions of an act 
entitled “An Act Concerning Muni- 
cipalities” approved March 27, 1917 
(P. L. 1917-319) and the supplements 
thereto and amendments thereof. 


Section 2. That said improvement

and night for want of housing, in 
this vicinity.

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J., was held on the above 
date, in the Commissioners’ Chamber, 
City Hall, Newark, at 11 A. M. 


Present: -— Commissioners Brennan, 
Gillen, Howe, Raymond, Mayor 
Breidenbach. 


The minutes of meeting of October 
24th were read and approved. 


Mayor Breidenbach:-—Are there any 
citizens desiring to be heard by the 
Board? 


Dr. William G. Hanrahan:—I ap- 
pear before you this morning as 
Chairman of the Legislative Commit- 
tee of the Federated Improvement 
Association with a membership of 
over 400 from Newark and Essex 
County. I believe it is in the mind 
of our Mayor to establsh two direc- 
torates in the City of Newark. The 
Mayor is no doubt actuated by honest 
motives in the creation of these posi- 
tions. In conversation with one of 
our Financial Officers the other day, 
I find we are now almost within four 
per cent of our bonded indebtedness, 
in fact so close that a pencil would 
roll off the side of the desk. If these 
Bureaus are created it will entail ad- 
ditional secretaries, chauffeurs, steno- 
graphers and clerks, and add to the 
tax rate. I want to say there is no 


man more competent in this country 
to handle the supervision of the City 
Hospital than Dr. Craster. He has 
rendered you service as Health Offi- 
cer that no one else could render and 
he has offered to perform the duties 
of Supervisor of the City Hospital 
without extra compensation if you 
would accept him. I want to laud 
Commissioner Raymond for appoint- 
ing him. He originally appointed him 
and Dr. Craster has certainly made 
good, and to demote him at this time 
would be unfair. I am speaking of 
my knowledge of his past efforts and 
results, and I feel that I am qualified 
to judge his ability. I think it is 
unfair to demote worthy employees 
by placing someone over them. We 
have in the City Home, Mr. Heller, 
who has devoted a great part of his 
life to this work. We have had no 
trouble with that institution. This 
man should not be demoted. At our 
Health Convention in Lakewood re- 
cently I talked with a number of 
Health Officers and asked them what 
the standing of Newark was with re- 
spect to mortality, and in each case 
was told A-1. If you put a man over 
Dr. Craster now at this time, we can- 
not hope for the best results. 


Dr. William A. Tansey:—I was an 
Intern under Dr. Dowd at the City 
Hospital about ten years ago, and at 
that time Dr. Dowd was considered 
one of the brainiest men, if not the 
brainiest man on the whole staff, and 
it was a pleasure to work with him. 
He is a man who will give justice to 
everybody. He is not ai man to curry 
favors and will give everybody a just 
deal. I have known Dr. Dowd for 
many years and he has developed a 
great amount of ability in this line 
of work and follows his work very 
closely. I have known Dr. Snavely 
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almost as long as I have known Dr. 
Dowd. He is a high class man and 
very worthy, still he has not had the 
experience that Dr. Dowd has had, 
and I think Dr. Dowd would better 
fit the needs of the institution. 


Commissioner Raymond:—Is it the 
intention to disturb Dr. Dowd? 


Mayor Breidenbach: — No. Dr. 
Dowd will remain Resident Physician. 


Commissioner Howe:—Will he re- 
main that and will it disturb either 
Dr. Dowd or Dr. Craster? 


Mayor Breidenbach:—I might say 
to the Commissioners and gentlemen 
interested in this Medical Director, it 
is not my intention to create addi- 
tional Departments. In creating the 
position of Medical Director, the City 
Hospital will be supervised by the 
Medical Director and he will not have 
supervision over Dr. Craster. In re- 
gard to the salary, Mr. Talbot receiv- 
ed $4160. a year and the new Medical 
Director will receive $5000. making a 
difference of $840. a year. Mr. Talbot 
will be retired and we have got to 
have a head of that institution. Dr. 
Craster will be the head of the Health 
Department. As to the Clinie, I have 
not made up my mind. We cannot do 
anything with the Clinic until we have 
completed the north wing and that 
will take at least a year. 


Commissioner Howe:—I want to 
say in backing the Mayor on this 
resolution that I am willing to vote 
for it after he has given his word 
that it will not disturb Dr. Craster 
or Dr. Dowd. 
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Mr. Leo Stein, Essex Bldg.:—I ap- 
pear this morning on behalf of a num- 
ber of residents in the Woodside sec- 
tion of the City where it is proposed 
to purchase land for the erection of 
a police station. This matter, I be- 
lieve has once before been before the 
Commission, and I am informed an 
ordinance is to be introduced todaly 
looking to the purchase of land at 
Washington Avenue and Romaine 
Place, the northeast corner. As early 
as July of this year, the citizens of 
that community were apprised of the 
fact that the City was contemplating 
the purchase of this land for a police 
station and a number of citizens 
signed a formal protest which was 
lodged with the City Clerk, protest- 
ing against the purchase of that par- 
ticular site. On behalf of those citi- 
zens I am here to renew those ob- 
jections. 


Our objections in the first) place 
have to do with the character of the 
location in which this police station 
is to be erected. It is in the best 
residential section of Washington 
Avenue, and it is felt by the old resi- 
dents in that section that the char- 
acter of the neighborhood will be very 
much disturbed and values in proper- 
ty very much depreciated by the erec- 
tion of a police station at that par- 
ticular point. That is the primary ob- 
jection on the part of the citizens up 
there as to the selection of this par- 
ticular site. I do not know to what 
extent the Commissioners have per- 
sonally investigated this particular 
Site, but if the Commissioners will 
take the trouble to investigate they 
wil find in the first place the corner 
on which this police station is propos- 
ed to be located at the corner of Ro- 
maine Place is nothing more than a 
paper street ungraded and unpaved. 


It ıs a dead end street and leads to 
nowhere. The street runs easterly 
on Romaine Place for a distance of 
two or three hundred feet where it 
ends, making it necessary for you to 
turn south over another street. Why 
it should be desirable to locate a po- 
lice station at a spot where there is 
is no outlet from all points of the 
compass is difficult to understand. 
One would suppose that in determin- 
ing the location of a police station it 
would be highly desirable to locate 
it in such a way that it would be ac- 
-cessible from all points of the com- 
pass. 


Besides, it is a question as to wheth- 
er the expense of this property is not 
excessive. It has a frontage on 
Washington Avenué of 98 feet, run- 
ning back on Romaine Pace 150 feet, 
and the price to be paid for it is 
$9,800. I am advised by one of the 
clients I represent that that particu- 
lar piece of property, together with 
considerable property in the rear of 
it, making 150x350 feet was offered 
for sale for $7,000 within the past 
year, and now it is proposed to sell 
this piece 98x150, less than half the 
size for $9,800. That in itself would 
strong!y lead to the conclusion that 
the price of $9,800. is excessive. I 
would also call attention to the fact 
that there are a number of other plots 
in the immediate neighborhood which 
are available for purchase at a lower 
price, the location of which aire un- 
doubtedly very much better because 
of the avenues of access on all streets, 
making them much more valuable. 
Incidentally, I am informed that if 
this police station is erected on this 
eorner that there is an owner who has 
had in mind the erection of two dwell. 
ings at a cost of $11,000 each and he 
wil abandon this project because he 
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feels that the property would be de- 
preciated and undesirable for resi- 
dential purposes. 


Commissioner Raymond:-—Is the 
City obligated to buy this property? 


Mr. Stein:—The City is not obli- 
gated to make.this purchase. There 
was a resolution passed looking to- 
ward the purchase of this property. 
Commissioner Raymond may not be 
familiar with the matter, but a Writ 
of Certiorari was allowed setting that 
resolution aside. The Writ has been 
allowed. The legal situation as it 
stands now is that there is nothing 
binding upon the City with respect to 
the purchase of this plot. 


Corporation Counsel Congleton:— 
The resolution which was passed has 
been set aside. We are not obligated 
legally, but there is a moral obliga- 
tion on the part of the City. 


Mr. Stein:—Then I suppose I am to 
confine myself to the moral obligation. 
With regard to that, as far back as 
July of this year, a protest was made 
before this body by the property own- 
ers in the Woodside section, protest- 
ing against the purchase of this site. 


Commissioner Raymond:— What is 
their real objection? 


Mr. Stein:—The first is that it will 
greatly depreciate the vaue of the 
property in which their property is 
located. It is high class residential 
property; all one-family houses. Sec- 
ond and equally as important is the 
fact that the particular location of 
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this property 1s most ill advised be- 
cause it is located on a dead end 
street. There is no outlet on the 
eastern end of the street and it means 
you will have to condemn a lot of 


` property to secure an outlet. If you 


do condemn, what have you got? 
You are up against the river. I believe 
the location of a police station should 
be such that it is accessible from all 
four points of the compass. 


Mr. George A. Ohl, Jr. stated the 
City owns a piece of property on 
Grafton Avenue to which could be 
added 50 feet in the rear at a cost of 
$2,000 which would give approaches 
from all points of the compass and 
would give the City a plot of 100x200 
feet whieh would be an ideal location 
for a police station. 


Dr. Frank Devlin, 171 Washington 
Avenue:—I was in consultation with 
Mr. Congleton this morning and he 
did not give me as much information 
as he has given the Commission this 
morning that there is a moral obliga- 
tion in the purchase of this property. 
I want to say there is à moral obliga- 
tion to me and every Commissioner 
who sits at this table. They have no 
right at any stage of the game to 
willingly and knowingly try and de- 
preciate my property. I went up there 
and rejuvenated a place that was di- 
lapidated and spent every nickel on 
the place that I earned in the prac- 
tice of medicine. When this matter 
was brought up we understood that 
the residents 
would have a chance to object, but 
they have had no chance to object. I 
am objecting to it for two reasons. 
I am objecting because I do not want 
to bring up my family in the neigh- 
borhood of a police station. I have 


in the neighborhood: 


tried to beautify that spot and have 
beautified it with my own hands, be- 
cause I could not afford to pay the 
price of labor. 


Another thing which should be con- 
sidered is the fact that that spot on 
Washington Avenue is one of the 
most congested spots from here to 
Paterson. There is no outlet from 
the Clay Street Bridge until you get 
to Grafton Avenue, Sometimes I have 
to wait 10 to 15 minutes before I can 
turn into my place. Now as traffic 
conditions are getting to be a very 
important question in Newark, I think 
that is one of the things to be taken 
into consideration in the location of 
this police station. I hope you gen- 
tlemen will take this matter into deep 
consideration. I claim the moral ob- 
ligation to me as a citizen is closer 
than the man who is dealing in ma- 
terials with the City. 


Commissioner Brennan:—I would 
like to say that I am not wedded to 
this location. A number of sites were 
offered and this was considered the 
most central and most suited for the 
needs of the Department. 


Mr. Saul Cohn, Kinney Building, 
representing James H. McMahon, ap- 
peared and presented the following 
petition:

BEGINNING at the corner 
formed by the intersection of the 
easterly line of Broad Street with 
the southerly line of Pennington 
Street; and from thence running 
southerly along the line of Broad 
Street 50 feet; thence easterly 
parallel with the line of Penning- 
ton Street 140 feet; thence north- 
erly parallel with Broad Street 
50 feet to Pennington Street 
aforesaid, and thence westerly 
along the same 140 feet to Broad 
Street and the BEGINNING. 


2. That he desires to erect on the 
said plot of ground a structure de- 
signed for business purposes; that he 
is informed that the. present opera- 
tions of the Zoning Ordinance pre- 
vents such use of the land; that the 
land is in proximity to an industrial 
development and is of a value which 
prevents the use of the land for 
dwelling purposes.

Lackawanna & Western Railroad Com- 
pany providing for the vacation of a 
portion of North Fourteenth Street, 
where the same crosses the railroad of 
said Railroad Company, the layout of 
a new overcrossing at North Thir- 
teenth Street, and other improvements 
incidental thereto. 


The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark, Do Ordain: 


Section 1. The Director of Streets 
and Public Improvements and the City 
Clerk are hereby authorized and direc- 
ted to make, enter into, execute and 
deliver for and on behalf of the City 
of Newark, a contract in writing with 
the Delaware, Lackawanna & Western 
Railroad Company, which contract 
(the necessary dates and signatures 
to be inserted and added) shall read 
as follows: 


Agreement, made this day 
of , 1922, between the 
City of Newark, a municipal corpora- 
tion of the County of Essex and State 
of New Jersey, party of the first part, 
.hereinafter called the City, and The 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Railroad Company, a corporation of 
the State of Pennsylvania, lessees of 
The Morris and Essex Railroad Com- 
pany, party of the second part, here- 
inafter called the Railroad Company. 


Whereas, North Fourteenth Street 
and the railroad of the Railroad Com- 
pany now cross each other at the 
same grade, and the parties hereto 
desire to abolish said grade crossing 
and provide in lieu thereof an over- 
crossing at North Thirteenth Street; 


Now, therefore, it is agreed as fol. 
lows: 


1. The City shall vacate all that 
part of North Fourteenth Street lying 
between the northerly and southerly 
lines of the right of way of the Rail- 
road Company, reserving and except- 
ing a passage way across said right 
of way for a pedestrian bridge as 
Shown on the annexed plan, and re- 
serving also the right to maintain 
and renew within the present lines of 
said street, the sewers, water-pipes 
and other municipal structures occu- 
^ving said street. 
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2. The new overcrossing above 
mentioned and the approaches thereto 
shall be laid out and constructed as 
follows, viz.: 


A new street shall be laid out and 
constructed along the southerly side 
of and parallel with said railroad, ex- 
tending easterly from North Four- 

. teenth Street to a point opposite 
North Thirteenth Street, thence turn- 
ing to the north and crossing over 
said railroad upon a concrete arch 
bridge. Approaches to said bridge 
from Seventh Avenue shall be pro- 
vided by ramps to be constructed 
along the northerly side of said rail- 
road (substantially parallel there- 
with and with Seventh Avenue), ex- 
tending westerly to North Fourteenth 
Street and easterly to a point near 
the existing foot bridge over said rail- 
road at North Eleventh Street. A 
stairway shall be constructed for the 
use of pedestrians in North Thir- 
teenth Street, on the southery side 
of said railroad, in order to afford 
access at said point to said concrete 
arch bridge. A bridge for the use 
of pedestrians shall be constructed 
over Seventh Avenue, extending from 
‘a point opposite the northerly end of 
said concrete arch bridge to the nor- 
therly side of said street. 


The grade of North Fourteenth 
Street, between Hedden Place and 
said railroad, shall be raised to the 
extent necessary to meet the grade 
of the aforesaid new street. 


A steel girder bridge with stair- 
way approaches, for the use of pe- 
destrians, shall be constructed over 
the railroad along the westerly side 
of North Fourteenth Street. 


3. Annexed hereto and hereby 
made a part of this agreement is a 
blueprint map and plan identified by 
the signatures of G. J. Ray, Chief 
Engineer of the Railroad Company 


and Thomas L. Raymond, Director of 

Streets and Public Improvements of 

the City of Newark, showing and de- 

scribing in detail the location, grades 

and extent of the work referred to in 
. this agreement. 


4. Alladditional lands, property or 
rights necessary for the laying out of 
the new streets or public highways 
contemplated herein shall.be acquired 
by and at the expense of the Rail- 
road Company; provided, however, 
that if the Railroad Company shall 
be unable to acquire any such lands, 
property or rights by agreement, at 
a price satisfactory to it, the City: 
shall promptly institute proceedings 
under its power of eminent domain 
and acquire said lands, property or 
rights thereunder, at the expense of 
the Railroad Company. 'The Railroad 
Company shall also, at its own ex- 
pense construct and maintain all of 
the work described in or contemplated 
by this agreement (including all grad- 
ing and the construction of retaining 
walls, with guard railing, piers, abut- 
ments, bridges and stairways) except 
the work of paving, repairing, curb- 
ing and guttering on said new street, 
on existing streets and on said con- 
crete arch bridge and said ramps, the 
laying of sidewalks, the laying of 
wearing surfaces on bridges for pe- 
destrians, and the installation of 
lights and appurtenances, all of which 
paving, curbing, guttering, sidewalks, 
wearing surfaces and lights and ap- 
purtenances shall be provided and 
thereafter maintained by and at the 
sole expense of the City. 
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5 The City shall exercise its 
rights and powers and require all pub- 
lie utility corporations owning, main- 
taining or operating structures or fa- 
cilities in the streets or public places 


affected by the work to be done here- 
under to remove, relocate or recon- 
Struct said structures or facilities to 
the extent that such removal, reloca- 
tion or reconstruction may be neces- 
sary for the accommodation of said 
work. 


6. Said new street, ramps, bridges 
and stairways shall be public high- 
ways and the City shall take such of- 
ficial action as may be required by 
law to lay out, open and establish the 
same as such. The City shall also 
take such official action as may be re- 
quired to effectuate the changes in 
grades of existing streets and any 
other features of the improvement 
Shown on said plan or contemplated 
by this agreement. 


7. lf at any time it shall be found 
necessary or desirable for any reason 
to alter or modify any of the details 
of said improvement as shown on said 
plan, a supplemental plan showing or 
a written description of said altera- 
tions or modifications, when signed by 
the Director of Streets and Public 
Improvements of the City of Newark 
and by the Chief Engineer of the 
Railroad Company, shall be sufficient 
authority for the making of such al- 
terations or modifications in accor- 
dance therewith. 


8. This agreement shall inure to 
the benefit of and be binding upon the 
parties hereto and their respective 
successors or assigns.
